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REMARKS 

Claims 

As requested by the Examiner, claim 12 has been amended to insert "a" between "control 
and "device" in line 4 of that claim. 

Double Patenting 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 7, 12, 16 and 18 under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 6, 10, 13 and 15 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,853,867.
